The annual meeting of tho proprie- 
tors of this company was held on J?ii- 
day last, at the head ofliees, Royal In- 
surauce Buildings, North John-street, 
Liverpool.

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

The directors have tho pleasure, of 
reporting that in this branch of the 
business the results of the year 1^73 
have been the most satisfactory, as 
respects the aggregate amount of prof- 
it realised, which tho company has 
ever experienced. 

The lire premiums for tho period 
amouut£to £807,-105 IDs. Gd. ,"and the 
losses to .£-136", 190 10s. After tho. de- 
duction of agents' commission and 
management expenses, tho profit on 
the transactions of the twelve months, 
including interest, amounts to X21G,- 
227 16s. od. During the year the 
business in America has been reduced 
and it will accordingly be observed 
that there is a slight diminution of in- 
come, when compared with 1872. The 
account for "unearned premium for 
increased revenue" is therefore closed 
for the present, and the surplus carri- 
ed to fire fund, -which is thereby in- 
creased to X3ol,037 10s. 

LIFE DEPARTMENT. 

During the past year, 1406 new pro- 
posals were made to the company. Of 
these 1,099 were accepted and com- 
pleted for .£51-1,038, the new premi- 
ums thereon being ,£1/7,2,71 , 2si 9d. 
The proposals declined during the 
period amounted to £121, 7-14. The 
total income from premiums, after de- 
ducting re-assurances, amounted- to 
£237,415 10s. 8d., and the interest re- 
ceived from investments (exclusive of 
that on the annuity funds) was £61,- 
990 9s. lOd. The claims during the 
year were:— 13 v death — original sums 
assured,^.£117/228 17s. 6d.; bonus ad- 
ditions thereon, £7, 423 lis. 2d. By 
matured policies (including children's 
endowment's)— original sums assured, 
.£1,750; bonus additions thereon £134 
15s.; total, £126,537 3s. 8d. 

In tho annuity branch tho purchase 
money received for new annuities, to- 
gether with the premiums on contin- 
gent annuities, amounted to £12, 151 
lis. 2d., and the interest to £7,544 9s. 
Thirty annuitants have died during the 
year, the annual payments to whom 
amounted to £1,473 2s. 

The result of the ojierations for the 
year is that, after payment of all 
claims, annuities, and expenses of 
every description, £158,547 0s. 4d. 
has been added to the life funds, mak- 
ing the total accumulations of the 
life branch oi the company £1,761,523 
lis. lid. 

The quinquennial investigation of 
the life business will bo made at the 
closo of tho present year, preparatory 
to the declaration of a bonus to tho as- 
sured at the annual meeting in 1875. 
Tlic method adopted at the investiga- 
tion of 1870 for securing perfect ac- 
curacy in the calculations will again 
bo followed, and a separate valuation 
of the liabilities will accordingly lie 
obtained from an independent actuary, 
in addition to the valuation by the of- 
ficers of tho company. 

During the four years now expired 
themortality has continued to be below 
the expectation, nnd the life fund has 
been increased by a larger amount 
than in any sinilar period since the es- 
tablishment of the company. From a 
review of the business at tho end of the 
first half of the present year, it may he 
fairly anticipated that, after making 
ample provision to meet a somewhat 
higher rate of mortality, which tho 
recent researches of tho Institute of 
Actuaries shew may be anticipated, the 
balance of profit, will be satisfactory 
alike to the shareholders and the as-

The Present Situation- 

Let us devote a few moments to the 
consideration of the all-important sub- 
ject of railway construction in British 
Columbia. And, first of all, a Jjriof 
historical sketch may aid in realizing 
the present situation. Upon coming 
into power the Mackenzie Adminstra- 
tion found that, although nearly 
three years of the treaty ton had elaps- 
ed, no attempt at a bona fide com- 
mencement of railway constiuction 
had been made. Not a mile of the 
line had been located; oven the explor- 
atory surveys were far from complete 
Instead of having recourse to such sub- 
terfuge as calling exploratory surveys 
and sham stake-drivingja commence, 
ment of actual railway constructed, 
Ma-. Mackenzie came to British Col- 
umbia and said in effect: "You soo 
the railway covenant has beon broken 
by our predecessors, and has becomo 
practically impossible of fulfilment. 
It will be hotter for all parties that 
there should bo a new arrangement 
upon a basi3 at onco practicable to us 
and fair to you. It is our desire to act 
not only justly but generously towards 
you in the matter." It was really thus 
that the Province was approached and 
the rough •utlinos of what was inten- 
ded as a first step in negotiations sub- 
mitted. But instead of meotiug the 
Dominion Government in a like sjiirit, 
the local Government first treated, 
then quibbled and finally flew off to 
Downing Street upon a flimsy tech- 
nicality which they havo been i:lainly 
told at the Colonial Office was "unim- 
portant." It is well that the reader 
should keep the following fact,in view: 
The proposals submitted to the local Govern- 
ment, and upon which the Federal Govern- 
ment toliciled their views, -were allowed to 
remain in the ?tands of the former nearly a 
whole month ;and when Mr. Mackenzie final- 
ly withdrew them, he said: " I exceedingly 
regret that your Government have not re- 
plied to tin proposals, or apparently consid- 
ered them. I beg, therefore, that you will 
now inform your Ministers that the pro- 
posals are withdrawn." After this and itio 
appeal to the Imperial authorities, how 
could Canada, with proper self-respect 
and hope of useful results, make an- 
other advance? At Ottawa Mr. Mac- 
kenzie told Mr. Walkom plainly : Wo 
have no proposals to make. Under 
existing circumstances we cannot make 
another advance; but if you have any 
proposals to make, we will give them 
our best consideration. Subsequent- 
ly Mr. Walkem went to Mr. 
Mackenzie and told him that ho would 
accept the terms offered through Mr. 
Edgar. To this Mr. Mackenzie prompt- 
ly replied: But that in writing and it 
shall havo tho immediate considera- 
tion of my Government. Mr. Walkem 
promised to do so; but he never did. 
Now, nothing has occurred from that 
time to the present to remove or tone 
down tho difficulties thus placed in 
the way of Canada making another ad- 
vance. Mr. Mackenzie has been charg- 
ed with shuffling and a want of honest 
straightforwardness in his approach to 
Columbia; but the circumstances clear- 
ly show the shuffling and disingonu- 
ousnoss to havo been on the other 
side. Now, this is the present situa- 
tion: Canada is not in a position to 
make another advance; but she is ready 
and willing, and has been all along, to 
consider and act upon any reasonable 
proposal Columbia may make. At the 
time tho diplomatic rupture occurred, 
wo were authorized to indicate what 
the Dominion Government were pre- 
pared to do provided the local Gov- 
ernment would negotiate. Before 
leaving Ottawa at tho clo3o of last ses- 
sion, Mr. Mackenzio told soveral of 
our representatives what ho was pro- 
pared to do; and what he said he was pre- 
pared to do then ts precisely what he has all 
along been prepared to do and what he has 
authorized Mr. Nathan to announce his 
willingness to undertake now. Here, then, 
is tho position : Tho Provincial - Gov- 
ernment havo not only refused to ne- 
gotiate but have placed tho question 
in an attitude which precludes any 
further advances on tho part of the 
Dominion Government. Under these 
circumstances Mr. Mackenzie, desir- 
ous of an amiablo arrangement, pro- 
claims his readiness to negotiate with 
tho People, if they desire new terms. 
If they do not desire new terms, then 
will ho proceed, under tho old terms, 
to carry out the railway in accordance 
withtho views of the present Dominion 
Government and as far as the resources of 
the country seem to justify , -and it is already 
known that this means no railway on 
'Vancouver Island and a very much 
less satisfactory railway policy on the 
Mainland than might otherwise bo at- 
tained. Now, tho real question the 
people of this Province are called upon 
to answer is simply this: Shall the 
progress of the country continue to bo 
seriously retarded and tho vital inter- 
ests of an important part of it abso- 
lutely and irretrievably sacrificed by 
fou: Ministors who appoar only con- 
corned for their own portfolios? Strip- 
pod of nil tho gauzy covering so ingen- 
iously Woven around it, that is tho 
naked question. Our own impression 
is that tho country is neither in tho 
temper nor condition to bo played 
with much longer by those solfish trick- 
sters who appear detorminod to make 



no arrangement which would not be 
subservient to their] own local 
schemes. If such bo the caso, now is 
tho time for the people to step forward 
and assort their rights. Even tho lo- 
cal or<jan of tho obstructionists now 
admits that "Tho Mackenzio Govern- 
ment, as we stated tho other Jday, is 
now willing to expend annually on 
railway construction in this Province 
two million of dollars and begin right 
away at Esquimau." But iha Mackenzie 
Government Is 0)i ly willing to do that under 
a new arrangement negotiated with the peo- 
ple!

T. FOURNIER, ) WHEREAS by an 
Attorney-Geuerul, V TT Act passed by 
Canada ) tho Parliament of Ca- 
nada, in t'uo Thirty-Seventh year of Our 
lloigu, intituled "An Act to amend cer- 
tain Laws respecting Indian?; and to ex- 
tend certain Laws relating to matters con- 
nected with Indians to the Province of 
Manitoba and British Columbia," it is in 
effect enacted that the Governor in Coun- 
cil may, by Proclamation, exempt from 
tho operation of tho several acts therein 
mentioned or of the Act now in part re- 
cited or from tho operation of any ono or 
more of the clauses of any one or more 
of the said Acts, tho Indians or any of 
them or any tribe of them or the Indian 
Lauds or any portions of them in the 
Province of British Columbia, 

And whereas wo deem it advisable that 
tho Indians and every of them and tho 
several tribes of them in tho Province of 
British Columbia should be exempt from 
tho operation of the eighth clause of tho 
Act now in recital, — 

Now know ye that, by and with tho ad- 
vice of Our Privy Council for Canada, we 
do, by virtue of the authority vested in 
us as hereinbefore recited, — Proclaim, 
der and declare that the Indians and every 
of them and tho soveral tribes of them in 
tho Province of British Columbia are, by 
this Our Royal Proclamation, exempted 
from tho operation of the eighth section 
of tho Act of the Parliament of Canada 
passed in the Thirty-Seventh year of Our 
Reign intituled " An Act to amend certain 
Laws respecting Indians and to extend

Indian Affairs. — It is pretty general- 
ly known hero that the party under Mr. 
Howso, sent out some timo ago to survey 
Indian Reserves on the Lower Eraser, 
has been recalled and disbanded. It may 
not bo so generally understood that 

the occasion of this untoward event is tho [tho defendant could not bo held araoua 



obstinato refusal of the Government to 
allow a resonablo quantity of land for 
Indian Reserves. It appears that they in- 
sist upon the arbitary rule of allowing 
your ctcres per head and nothing more; 
nor will they allow cultivable laud to bo 
selected oven at that. Tho consequence, 
as might well bo supposed, is extreme 
dissatisfaction on tho part of tho Indians 
— dissatisfaction whicli threatens to ripen 
into open revolt. Finding it impossible 
to come to any arrangement with tho Pro- 
vincial Government, wo understand that 
the Commissioner has discontinued the 
survey. It appears that it is not alone on 
tho Lower Fraser that tho samo causo is 
working mischief. From overy quartor 
we hear tho same complaint, and it is to 
be feared that amongst all the other mis- 
fortunes they have brought upon the 
country an Indian war may possibly bo 
included. It really sooms as though 
these men could do nothing right. 

Desecration of the Dead. — A few 
days ago we alluded to the disgraceful 
condition of tho old cemeteryjin this city. 
A personal examination enables us to 
state that matters are much worse than 
they were represented. The rear fence is 
tottering as a wholo.and is in many places 
broken away, leaving the cemetery exposed 
to the ravages of cows and swine; and thus 
the onco beautiful cemetary presents a 
sorry and neglected appearance. Tho 
shubbery and erections about the graves 
are being destroyed; the graves themsel- 
ves partially opened by swine, and alto- 
gether n picture of ruin and neglect is pre- 
sented which is far from creditable to tho 
civilization of the placo. Not a fow persons 
have gone to great expense in erecting beau 
ful monuments and other ornamentation, 
and some have continued to bestow very 
great care in keeping in order tho little 
plot around which sacred memories clus- 
ter. It is, to say the least, extremely un- 
just to such to permit the cemetery to be 
overruu by cattle and swine. Wo would 
again appeal to tho Provincial Secretary, 
who is, we believe, directly responsible, 
not to allow this disgraceful condition of 
thing to continue.

Catholic Celebration in 
Quebec- 

Quebec, Sept. 30. — Tho steamers were 
crowded arriving here this morning with 
ecclesiastics and others coming to tako 
part in the celebration of tho establish- 
ment of the first Roman Episcopal See 
tho continent of America, on the first of 
October, 1674. Tho Dioceso of Quobeo 
was constituted under tlie charge of Fran- 
cis B. Loval as Bishop of Quebec. Thoro 
have been sinco that timo fifteen Bishops, 
who bavo occupied tho position, His 
Lordship Bishop Tascherian being tho 
sixteenth Roman Catholic Bishop. 

A special service was held in tho Ca- 
thedral at livo o'clock this ovening. It 
was announced that Lynch of Toronto 
would preach. That prolate addressed 
tho congregation briefly, owing to fatigue 
and a slight indisposition, and tho ser- 
mon, a very eloquent one, was delivered 
by his Secretary, Father O'Reilly, it be- 
ing specially for the benefit of tho Eng- 
lish-speaking Catholics. 

A grand general illumination was to 
have taken placo to night, but owing to 
tho rain, which has continued all day, it 
has been postponed till to-morrow night, 
if the weather permits. 

To morrow morning, at nine o'clock, a 
grand procession is to leavo Episcopal 
L'laco and proceed around tho ring at tho 
Placo to tho Cathedral, where a most im- 
posing religious Hervico will bo hold. Tho 
lino of march is decorated with 11 nrchos, 
on which great pains liavo been taken, 
each aroli representing a separate oroorof 
architecture, from tho earliest Christian 
to tho mo3t modern and elaborate style.

English Matters. 

An English correspondent writes: 
The Marquis of Ripon's recent se- 
cession to the Church of Rome is tho 
theme in every one's mouth, and of 
course it is commented upon, in notes 
varying in depth, according to the ex- 
act strength and fervour of tho Pro- 
testantism of tho speaker, or writer. 
For the most part it is very genorally 
and deeply deplored; somo people con- 
sole themselves by tho reflection that 
the Romish Church has only a lifo in- 
terest in his £50,000 it year; which is 
a very mundane view of the affair, al- 
though certainly in accordance with 
tho cue given the London "Times," 
when discussing it in the first in- 
stance 

Wo are going to war with tho Du'ff- 
lns, as tho cable has probably informed 
your readers; and we are sending a 
forco of about 1,200 picked men, (al- 
ways "pickedmen" now-a-day) against 
them; and as they have only tulwars 
and matchlocks against our Sniders, 
there is not much doubt ot the result. 
But does any ono suppose that this 
force, of one-third the strength of the 
Ashanteo Expedition, is going to get 
one-third tho kudos, or reward, or 
popular interest of the last named ? I 
trow not. 

Tho latest statement regarding the 
Prince of Wales debts is. that her Ma- 
jesty has paid them. If so, it is high- 
ly creditable to her, and not altogether 
discreditable to him, for ho has un- 
doubtedly been obliged to bear very 
heavy expenses on her Majesty's ac- 
count. The fact is, be is an open-hand- 
ed, good-natured fellow; with these 
qualities, in his position economy is 
almost an impossibility, if indood it is 
desirable. 

The orthodoxy of Ireland has been 
sadly troubled by tho advanced opin- 
on put forward by by Professor Tyn- 
dnll. Tho "Mail" seems to conceive 
that Protestantism stands in no littlo 
peril of being signally overthrown, and 
is moved to address a word of caution 
to those who may have been fascinat- 
od by tho speculation of philosophers. 
The "Freeman's Journal" indulges in 
another onslaught against Messrs. 
Huxley and Tyndall as "eager prose- 
lytos" who, indulging in great daring 
and a "craving for sensationalism, have 
tainted with an indelible stain the pro- 
ceedings at Belfast." The "Nation" 
complains of the "deification of rea- 
son" by tho "savants," and compares 
tho homage paid to the President's 
theories to that olYercd to tho Goddess 
of Reason nt Notre Damo in 1793. Tho 
"Flag of Ireland" considers that tho 
teaching of Professor Tyndall has "a 
tendency to destroy the very founda- 
tion of tho Christian religion," arid 
supposes that Belfast, because of the 
Protestantism, and because of its 
"bigotry" of its people, and on tho 
principle that "extremes meet," was 
selected as a filing spot for the venti- 
lation of such doctrinos. 

Tho "Record" states that tho Victor- 
ia Institute, or Philosophical Society 
of Great Britain, will early in tho com- 
ing session hold a public mooting, nt 
which a very important paper dealing 
with some points in Professor Tvndall's 
address is expected to bo road by ono 
who is certainly not second to Dr. Tyn- 
dall in tho value of his scientific inves- 
tigations.

Monday July 0.— Reported myself at 
noon at tho oilico for examination by Dr. 
Trimble; was passed, and ordered to get 
ready for departure to morrow. 

Tuesday, July 7. — 8 o'clock a. m. left 
Victoria by tho steamer Eutorpriso for 
Now Westminster, arrived safe. 

Wodnesday, July 8.— Loft New West- 
minster at 7 o'clock a. hi. for Yale. It 
had been several years since I had seen 
New Westminster. I found this littlo 
town hnuch improved, although partly 
abandoned. The trip up the Fraser on 
the Onward is a pleasant one, but I was 
much disappointed at tho progress of im- 
provement in sight all along tho banks 
of the Fraser. Thero is nothing to be 
soon from tho steamer's deck to attract 
attention, mostly Indian cabins construct- 
ed after English and American models. 
Their ancient lodges have all gono to de- 
cay, and these shanties are tilled with a 
half-breed race. A Catholio Mission on 
tho left bank of the river, its little ohurota 
and cluster |of habitation?, is somewhat 
better than the rest, but bad is tho bes'. 
Chilli wack, Langly and Sumas, have a 
fow respectable habitations in Bight. It 
looked to me as if §20,01)0 would put up 
overy building between Now Westminster 
and Fort Hope. At Popham wo had to 
land a party of Chinese laborers for Hay- 
ward and Jenkinson's road, and 'such a 
sight as met our view here. It was gi tting 
towards ovening. The scene on shore 
was motley, a few whites in boots and 
hats cocked on ono sido of t'.iO head, wee 
standing cross legged listlessly smoking 
short pipos gazing at us. Chiueso land- 
ing with their luggage swung by a polo 
across their shoulders staggering up tho 
hill. A dandy Guinea covered with a 
musquito bar, was nearly blown up the 
bank by tho exhaust stoam pipe, amid tho 
roars of the lookers on, and of all things 
thero was a large skid or platform, about 
10 feet from tho ground supported by 4 
corner posts, upon which wero seated '2 
old Indians, male and female, and a 
damp lire beneath from whicli was ascen- 
ding great clouds of smoke, enveloping 
this ancient couple in its murky folds 
a littlo papooso was handed up to them, to 
its great delight. A Ohineso who had been 
drinking sumsua, was just turning out of 
tho steamer's hold when this liviug pyro 
met his eye, and with tho greatest amuse- 
merit hurried away from this half hindoo 
scene. It was worth seeing, it was so 
strange I was astonished also. We soon 
landed our living freight and wended our 
way upward. 

Thursday, July 9. — 1 o'clock a. m. ar- 
rived at Fort Hope, left at 5 o'clock for 
Yale, arrived nt 8 o'clock. 

Weighed myself hero, 199 lb (very 
steep) .forwarded part of our baggage, this 
di.to. Slept at Yi eall night. 

Friday, July 10. — Up at -1 o'clock a. m. 
Mr. Hunter, tho leader of tho party on 
the alert. Steamer Onward, left for 
New Westminster J.0 min. to 5 o'clock; 
we left in the stage at 10 minutes past 5 
o'clock for tho upper country. Spuzzem 
looked beautiful; it is an Indian reserva- 
tion; passed tho suspension bridge at 20 
minutes to 8 o'clock. It- is a beautiful 
structure, being tho first suspension 
bridgo I ever saw; arrived at Boston liar 
20 minutes pa t ten o'clock; left at 5 min- 
utes past 11 o'clock, arrived at Lyttou at 
half past 7 o'clock a. m., 57 miles from 
Yale. 

Saturday, July 11.— Called up at 20 
min. to I! o'clock ami started from Lytton 
at past II o'clock a. m. Wo arrived at 
(Jock's Ferry -\ to 8 o'clock a. m. just 80 
miles from Yale. Out journey so far by 
the stage was pleasant altho' hero and 
there upon the ridges of tho mountains; 
a feeling of insecurity was felt ospecially 
upon Jackass Mountain. Road makers 
are repairing damages to tho road. Yet 
many places are dangerous, tho cribbing 
is rotting and great gaps aro hero and 
there. Wo had to got out and walk up 
the stoop hills; it is hard upon mo as I am 
so soft and unused to exertion, it was not 
so witii any of the others, of tho party. 
Towns all abandoned, Chinoso and In- 
dians upon the roads instead of tho for- 
iner, numerous bands oJ miners and 
traders, mules and teamsters in 1863; only 
about 80 to -10 pack animals loaded bound 
upwards Been so far on the road from 
Yale. 

Passed to-day where I lost my horso in 
1863; ho fell down the banks of tho 
Thompson Ri*rer, This was prior to tho 
building of tho waggon road. 

Passed Cornwall's 10 min. past 2 o'clock 
104 miles from Yale. 

Arrived at Cache Crock at 3 o'clock p. 
m. 110 miles from Yale; took dinner horo 
departed at 20 min. past 4 o'elock. Arriv- 
ed at Clinton at 8:13!) p. m. 138 miles from 
Yale. Thermometer 101 outside of the 
door. 

Sunday, July 12. — Loft this littlo town 
of Clinton, at a to 4 a. m. Wo passed 
tho great chasm this Btagc. It reminded 
me of some of tho places down on tho 
Sandwich Island. 1 'i soma respects its 
valcanio origin is quite apparent. From 
Oiintbu the counting of tho mile posis aie 
calculated from Lillooot instead of Yale; 
itisaptto confuse passengers, Wo ar-' 
rived at the 70 mile post at 20 min. past 
8 o'clock a. m. We breakfasted and start- 
ed ngain at half past 9 o'clock a. m. at Y % 
past 2 p. m. arrived at bridge Creek, 100 
milo post. Left Bridge Crook at Y, past 
8 p. m. and arrived at Lac La Hacho at 
20 min. past 8 o'clock p. m. 210 miles 
from Yale. 

Monday, July 13.— 'Blue PosE 1 Got rp 
at 10 min. to 4 o'clock, arrived at tho lot) 
Mile Post at 12 min. to 3 o'clock n, m. 
Mr. Batja' Hotel is 239 milos from 
Yale, here we formed j unction with the 
first division of tho parly; 75 hours from 
Yalo to Bates hotel. 

General remarks— Wo passed about 8 
loaded teams) 5 tons each, ami ono loaded 
pack train attached to our party. Tho 
stage driver up, Mr. Hamilton, was very 
expert, very cool and quite a gentleman. 
Our parly of seven wero jammed inside 
of tin! stage, riding over a ridge 7 or 8 
hundred feet perpendicular with tho 
water of tho river rushing rapi Uy down- 
stream; a very littlo inattention would 
dump tho whole party into the river; the 
insiders are perfectly helpless and ob- 
liged to take the chances. ,

Tho Devastation Turret Ship. 

A writer in "Chambers' Journal" 
gives an interesting 'sketch of a visit to 
tho Devastation. While investigating 
tho upper part of the vessel lie sudden- 
ly found tho sido spin round \vith enor- 
mous speed. An ofiicor turned a small 
wheel with his linger and thumb, and 
tho massive turret, coated with enor- 
mous plates of iron, the two thirty-five 
ton guns and their carriages, aud somo 
twenty men, w r oro sont round as easily 
ns a boy can twist a teototum. The 
boat the visitor arrivod in was hoisted 
by steam, tho turrets wero turned by 
steam, tho guns were raised or lowered 
by steam, tlio Bhip is steered and ven- 
tilated by steam, the cable is worked 
by stoam, aud tho vessol, of course, is 
moved by steam. Tho writer was on 
board during firing.oxercise at a target 
"A terrific shock to our wholo system 
occurs, a deafening roar, and then 
whir-r-r, a shot, looking like a sea- 
bird, speeds just over tho target, just 
touches the sea, sends up a jet of spray 
a hundred feet in the air, grander-look- 
ing than tho largest fountain at Syden- 
euham, and whiter than the driven 
snow. On rushes the shot, its wicked, 
vicious noise distinctly audible, and 
again it strikes tho sea, after a bound' 
of about two thousand yards. An- 
other column of water rises in the nir, 
aud slowly descends in spray. A third 
fountain arises as tho shot thus 'ducks 
and drakes' it along the sea; and then 
tho iron missile, that weighs a third of 
a ton, having lost its velocity, sinks be- 
neath the surface, and is no more 
seen." 

After several rounds had been dis- 
charged, a new method of firing was 
tried. — namely, firing both guns in a 
turret by electricity. "The captain or 
officer intimates that thero will be elec- 
tric firing of ono, two, or all the guns; 
theso guns are loaded, and their vents 
connected electrically with the wires, in 
tho iron building on deck. Either by 
steering or by movement of the turrets 
tho guns aro trained on tho target. 
Tho officer who is to fire stands watch- 
ing the distant horizon, and when all 
is ready and all clear he pres- 
ses down a small connector, and tho 
electric current immediately ignites 
the tube and discharges the gun or 
guns. We had already heard two guns 
fired quickly, one after the other; we 
were now to experience the result of 
two guns being fired simultaneously. 
We stood anxiously watching tho 
target, and in an instant there was 
the same concussion of the deck, 
the samo 'jumpy' feeling all over us, and 
away went tho two shot, racing with each 
other, striking tho water, and sending up 
their splendid fountains, and one shot 
curving round to the right, tho other to 
tho loft." Tho four monster guns were 
afterwards discharged at tho same instant. 
The visitor noted that tho Devastation, 
while sailing, rolled most palpably, al- 
though there was very little sea on. 'Still 
she is managed very more easily; sho is 
turned in a circle of not more than 250 
yards diameter, and obeys her helm like 
the puniest yacht. The vessel requires 
seventy stockers. aud uses 24 tons of coal 
per day for a quiet day's work. If work 
ing up to full power all day, sho con- 
sumes 150 tons of coal and she can work 
up to 5,500 horso power. 

How the Early Virginians Got 
Wives. — The history of the Common- 
wealth of Virginia, says the Richmond 
"Whig," commences with an auction 
sale — not, however, in a store, but 
beneath tho green trees of Jamestown, 
where, probably, tho most anxious and 
interested crowd of auction habitues 
ever known in the history of tho world 
wero gathered. In a letter, still to bo 
seen, dated London, August 21, 1021, 
and directed to a worthy colonist of 
that settlement, the writer begins by 
saying: 

"We send you a shipment, one wi- 
dow and eleven maids, for wives of tho 
people of Virginia. Thoro has boon 
especial care in the chois of them, for 
there hath not one of them been re- 
ceived but upon good recommenda- 
tions. In case thoy cannot bo present- 
ly married we desire that thoy may be 
put with Beveral householders that 
have wives, until they can bo provided 
with husbands." 

But tho writer of this epistle had lit- 
tle reason to fear that any of the 
"maidens fair" would be left over. 
Tho archives contain evidence to 
prove that those lirst cargoes of young 
ladies woro put up at auction and sold 
for one hundred and twenty pounds 
of tobacco each, and it was ordered 
that this debt should havo precedence 
of all others. The solitary "one wi- 
dow" went along with the others, for 
they could not bo particular in thoso 
days. Tho good minister of tho col- 
ony no doubt had a busy time that 
day. He did not mention any fees, 
nor did the bridegrooms think of ten- 
dering any. All was joy and glad- 
ness; no storms ahead.no inquisitive 
clerk to stand and say, "Hero's the 
license fork over that $1." Nothing of 
tlio sort. From somo of theso couples 
the first families of Virgiua aro de- 
scended.
